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In the claims: 

1 . (Currently amended) A notification system, comprising: 

a site connected to [[the]] an Internet network enabling the system to 
automatically navigate to and r e tri e ving and aggr e gating retrieve and aggregate data 
specific to a person from one or more other sites; and 

an input component for the person to specify to the site the person-specific data at 
the one or more other sites to be monitored and a condition for notification; 

wherein the site notifies the person of a change in the data by sending a 
notification to the person that meets the condition for notification. 

2. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 wherein the condition for notification 
comprises data changes at two or more sites. 

3. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 further comprising a user-amendable 
time function to control frequency of access by the site aggregating data to the other sites. 

4. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 wherein the notification is sent via the 
Internet network to an Internet-connected device. 

5. (Previously presented) The system of claim 4 wherein the notification includes specific 
data gathered from the other sites. 

6. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 wherein the notification is sent by a 
wireless network to a device compatible with the wireless network but incapable of 
Internet connection. 

7. (Previously presented) The system of claim 6 wherein the device is one of a cell 
telephone, a pager, or a hand-held computing device. 
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8. (Currently amended) A method for notifying a person of changes in data aggregated 
from [[the]] an Internet network for that person, comprising steps of: 

(a) accepting at an Internet-connected aggregation site input from the person 
specifying data to be monitored at one or more other sites and a condition for notification: 
and 

(b) automatically navigating to and retrieving and aggregating data from the one 
or more other sites for the person at the aggregation site; and 

(c) providing a notification to the person for a change in the retrieved data that 
meets the condition for notification. 

9. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8 further comprising a step for the person 
to set a time function to control frequency of retrieval and comparison of data with the 
condition for notification. 

10. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8 wherein the notification in step (c) 
comprises an alert via the Internet network to a client's Internet-connected device. 

1 1 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 10 wherein the notification includes 
specific data from the aggregated data. 

12. (Previously presented) The method of claim 8 wherein, in step (c) the notification is 
made by a wireless network to a device compatible with the wireless network but 
incapable of Internet connection. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12 wherein the device is one of a cell telephone, a 
pager, or a hand-held computing device.
